Was a Pioneer Fort Wayne 


Business Man and Very 


Widely Known. 


Heinhard Mergel, a pioneer busi- 


ness man and one of Fort Wayne's 
most widely known German citizens 
died at 7:05 o'clock this morning at 
his home, 2420 Harrison street, a' 
:he age of 73 years. 


Mr. Mergel's illness was a ver; 


brief one, and death was due to apo 
plexy, the fatal attack of which canu 


jrated the fiftieth or golden anniver- 
sary of their wedding very quietly »t 
their home oa Harrison street. With 
Bev. Samuel Wagenhals, the succes- 
sor of Eev. Bartholomew, officiating, 
the aged couple on that occasion took 
anew the wedding troth originally 
plighted half * century ago. 


They were the parents of ten chil- 


dren—five of whom are living, and 
all reside in this city. The children 
are Mrs. F. B. Vogel, Mrs. John Bos- 
tick, Mrs. Francis A. Eickhoff, Mrs. 
Caroline E. Giles and Beinhard Mer- 
gel, jr. 
There are also ten grand- 


children and four 
great-grandchil- 


dren. 


WAS WIDELY KNOWN. 


Few men in Fort Wayne were more 


widely known, particularly among 
the older class of citizens, than Mr. 
Mergel. His long business carear 
gave him a very wide acquaintance, 
and his sterling worth, strict integ- 
rity and companionable disposition 
made every acquaintance a friend. 
For many years in the earlier portion 
of his life Mr. Mergel was promi- 
nent in the German social circles of 
the city, though nearly all of his 
companions and associates of the ear- 
lier days preceded him in death. He

Rev. William Henry Milburn 


Dies at Santa Barbara, 


CaUHis Life. 


Washington, April 11.—Rev. William 


Henry Milburu. aged 80 years, the ven- 
erable blind chaplain o£ the United 
States senate, died in Santa Barbara, 
(Jal.. yesterday. Word to this effect 
was received here last night by Col. 
D. A.Hansdell, the sergeant-ai-arins of 
the senate. 


Mr. Milburn, accompanied by his 


two nieces, the Misses Timley, left 
Washington for the Pacific coast about 
a year ago. The chaplain was in 
broken health. The change brought 
no great improvement in his condi 
tiou and when congress met in Decem 
ber he forwarded his resignation to 
Washington, but it was never acted on. 
The deceased was a native of Phila- 
delphia, whore he was horn in 1823. 


Eye Injured by Playfellow. 


When he was 5 years of age a play- 


fellow accidentally struck him in the 
left eye with a piece of glass. For two 
years he was confined to a dark room 
under medical treatment and when he 
came out one of his eyes was entirely 
blind and little sight was left in the 
other. 


He, however, pursued his studies at 


school and college for about twenty 
years, the sight growing dimmer until 
gradually he became totally blind. In 
the spring of 1838 he went with his 
father's family to Jacksonville, 111., 
and in 1843 he became a traveling 
preacher of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, serving charges in various 
sections of the country. He entered 
on his duties as chaplain of congress 
at_ the commencement of President 
Folk's administration in 1845, during 
•which the Mexican war was declared. 
He was again elected in 1853 as chap- 
lain to Mr. Pierce's first congress, the 
thirty-third. Senator Morrill and ex- 
Secretary and Senator Sherman are 
called the fathers of congress, but Mr. 
Milburn served in two congresses be- 
fore they entered, in December, 1855.

This is Palm Sunday. In the ec- 


Slesiastical year, it i the day on 
which we commemorate the strange 
icene on the Judean road which con- 
stituted the one sole pageant of our 
Lord's life. It is the day that ushers 
In Holy Week, the beginning of 
which saw him riding into Jerusa- 
lem in triumph, and tLe end lyin? 
In Joseph of Arlmnthea's tomb. This 
Is the time when the same surging 
crowds which, a few days later, will 
cry out, "Crucify 
Him! Crucify 


him!" now make the Judean hills 
echo and re-echo with their exultant 
shouts of "Hosanna to the Son of Da- 
rid! Hosanna to the King!" 


Appropriate, also, is my subject jn 


reference to the audience to which I 
ipeak! I know not of any class of 
people to whom the significant les- 
ions of Palm Sunday can be better 
applied than to ourselves. Christ 
among the waving palms ought tj 
have for us Gospel teachings, as well 
as Christ in Pilate's Judgment Hall. 
Christ among the vociferating mul- 
titudes should appeal to us suggest- 
ively, as well as Jesus carrying His 
cross, Jesus resurrected 
from 'the 


grave, Jesus appearing unto Hi* diii- 
ciples after the crucifixion, or Jesus 
ascending from Mount Olivet.

They w«o merely 
greeting Him a* a temporal king, 
who would lead them on to national 
victories, as Napoleon d'd rhe French, 
Frederick the Great the Prussians 
Alexander the Greeks, as 


likes and dislikes, adulation and de- 
nunciation, approbation .-.nd 
preju- 


dice are very apt to tread upon ea.-h. 
other's heels. The oscillating pendu- 
lum which swings one way, gathers 
momentum to swing as far the other 
way. 


If we make an idol of common hu- 


man clay, as the French did of Gen-

their disgust at

act* as prime minister. 
William E. 


Gladstone was again and again ex- 
ecrated in the streets cf the British 
capital, through which his dead body 
was afterwards carried to sleep its 
last sleep airing the honored dead 
of Westminster, the prince of Wales, 
now king, being 
among the pall- 


bearers. 
Joan of Arc, who led the 


French armies to victory, was desert- 
ed by her followers, who came to be- 
Here her a witch and a devil. The 
same tongue which once charmed the 
Roman assemblies, was afterward cut 
out from the mouth of Cicero by the 
mobs, and nailed up jn the Roman 
Forum, with the epitaph, "Thou fool, 
wag no more!" Ah, we do .not have 
to stand among the vociferating mul- 
titudes of Palm Sunday to hear and 
see the fickleness of the human race. 
We can see everywhere the human 
idols being 
shattered. The same 


voices that are ready to cry to us, 
"Put him upon a throne," are the 
voices which 
tomorrow will call, 


what a blessed opportunity it is for 
us to be able to fight under the stand- 
ard of the cross, where the satanic 
forces are unlimbering their heaviest 
artilleries, 
and where every blow 


struck for Jesus can redound with the 
best of all results! 


But while I congratulate you be- 


cause you are able to testify for Jesus 
in a large city, I also cast my eyes 
over the hills, and send forth gospel 
congratulation to the Christian farm- 
houses that are helping us in this 
Christian struggle. A city is a 
great human reservoir which collects 
its streams of life from everywhere. 
Many of those streams trickle down 
from country hills, where cattle are 


and 


sheep bleating, and harvests waving. 
These country. streams of human life 
are the brooks which 
clarify the 


muddy waters of a large metropolis. 
The country farmer and his wife are 
very apt to fear that their boys and 
their girls will be swallowed up 5.a 
a large city, and never heard from 
again. But I want to tell you that 
the majority of the mightiest workers 


first to recognize him; from, 
came the first members of his church, 
and it is with feelings of gratitude 
to them that we remember th»t it was 
they who gave to our Lord the only 
public welcome and acclamation that 
he ever received. 


But Palm Sunday also throws into 


our raptured eyes the sunrise of 
Easter 
dawn, as well as it. over- 


shadows our heavens with the dark. 
clouds of the blackest of all "Black 
Fridays." Palju Sunday practically 
ssys to us, "You may have to carry 
youv cross, and bear your burdens, 
and suffer your death as Jesus Christ j 
had to suffer and die. But you may 1 
also, like Christ, have your emanci- 1 
pntion and resurrection and ultimate j 
triumph. This was the reason why j 
the ancient Christians chiseled the | 
palm leaf upon their 
tombstones. ' 


This was the reason why they also 
had the palm as the symbol of mar- 
tyrdom. It meant victory. Victory 
in the name of the Lord Jesus. Vic- 
tory over this world. Victory over 
sin. 
It meant the kind of victory 


that St. John described in Bevela- 
tion, when he cried out, "After this 
I beheld, and lo a great multitude 
which no man could number, stood 
before the throne and before 
the 


Lamb, clothed with white robes and 
palms in their hands." 
Cicero de- 


scribed an athlete who had won a 
great number of prizes as "a man of 
many palms." 
So today, as we see 


the palm branches thrown under the 
feet of Christ, we know that they 
may be future symbols. They may 
remind us of the palms 
of many 


heavenly rewards. 


What a happy day that will be 


for Christ in the large cities have 
been born upon a farm. A short time 
ago, thirty-eight prominent business 
men of New York city sat at a ban- 
quet in the Union League club on 
Fifth avenue. How many of them 
do you suppose came from the coun- 
try? Thirty-six out of the thirty- 
eight gentlemen present. A history 
of prominent lawyers, ministers, doc- 
tors and merchants in a large city 
was once compiled. Eighty per cent, 
were found to come from the country. 
Thus, ye farmers and farmers' wives, 
do not mourn whenever your stout- 
limbed boys and beloved girls leave 
you for the great cities. 
Remember 


that you are giving then to the ser- 
vice of Jesus Christ. Remember that 
your prayers and Christian training 
are now to bring forth their gospel 
results in the place where they are 
most needed. 


When my. father, then a young 


country minister, was called to a 
large city church my grandfather, 
David Talmage, protested against his 
going. 
He said, DeWitt, you are 


doing well now in your little country 
church. Why do you go into that 
large city, where your influence will 
be swallowed up and no one ever hear 


when Christ greets his loved ones in 
heavenly lands, and gives to them 
their victorious palms! The palms 
of reward for all their past suffer- 
ings, and trials, and sacrifices, which 
were undergone for him.

This Is the time 
of year to build land yachts in order to take 
advantage of the'spring breezes. Later, If

Ideal. 
Almost any broad, smooth thoroughfare will 
i fiord enough wind at tola season for a 
small land yacht. 
The pictures shown here are of the kind 


model shown here only, two pieces of timber 
are used to support the'mnst. These timbers 
are brsced with heavy wire. The builder 
should be careful to get new wire and it 
should be doubled. After the e'ntlre frame is 
wired the builder ihould take.a Ionic wire 
nail or some strong piece ot metal about the 
size of an ordinary lead pencil, place It be- 
tween the wire at different points around 
the frame and twfst the wlrei until the 
frame is drawn together perfectly rigid.

The best wheels obtainable lor any type 


of land yacht, large or small, are the front 
wheels used on bicycles. 
They, have a 
strong fork, and the neck ol the fork can be 
easily Btted through the backbone and cross- 
beam of the yacht. 
To hold the wires the builder should use 
heavy steel screw eyes. 
If the backbone- 


nnd beam arc made of pretty hard wood 


screw eyes will hold heavy wire' and will 
permit of Its being twisted taut. 
Care must be taken not 'to place the cross 
beam too far back of the bow. -The beam 
should be mortised Into the backbone.a little. 
The wheels.on the .beam, one on each end, 
must be stationary, and should be driven 
Into very tight sockets. If they are.cot 
tight, of course, It would be hard, 11 not Im- 
possible, to steer the yacht with a tiller on 
the stern wheel. 
If It Is desired, seats made from the bot- 
toms and backs of chairs can be screwed on 
to the backbone, but the land yachts which 
have' been built' lor racing In Florida have 
not been fltted with seats. -The racers find 
It best to sit directly on the framework.

FIGURES ON THE SCREEN, 


Boys and girls can neve an impromptu

In getting: ready'for th« show stretch the 


i cloth against the wall and place a small ta- 


ble opposite to It at a distance of a few fe,et. 
On the table place a lighted candle, and be- 
fore the candle put a book, so that the light 
£rom the candle will not fall directly on the 
cloth, but leave It In comparative darkness. 


Now, with the figures all ready, have the 


room darkened except for the light of the 
candle, and hold the mirror sideways before 
the candle at such an angle that the re- 
flection of It will be thrown on the cloth. 
Take one of the figures and hold It between 
the candle and the mirror, and Its shadow, 
reflected on the mirror will be shown in sll 


bouette on 'the cloth. 


Move the figure forward between the <-an- 
die and the mirror and It will appear to walk; 
or two may easily he made to move In op- 
posite directions. Any Ingenious buy or girl 
can arrange the movements to have an amus- 
ing effect; indeed, the possibilities of the lit- 
tie device are almost endless.

At the time Paul was writing 
there were nearly, if not quite, 500 wit- 
nesses of the truth that Christ, did rise 
from the dead, 500 who saw Him alive 
after 1I». iwtd been in the tomb three 
days. On this evidence, says Paul, we 
preach, and ye believe.

Paul's Argument for Immorta-lity,.— 


paul goes on with his argument that 
If Christ arose from the dead, thjtn 
'those that said there was no resurrec- 
tion could not have spoken truly, be- 
cause admittedly one, even Christ, had 
risen. If Christ did not rise, then are 
Paul and the- other apostles preaching 
'what is not true, and: those who be- 
lieved according to this preaching be- 
lieved what was not true. It could 
hardly be that these men,would so' 
preach because most of the 500 eye- 
witnesses were still alive to testify to 
either the truth or . falsity -of the 
preaching. If, on the 
other 
hand, 


Christ did. rise, then is the argument 
of. those who deny \he resurrection 
overthrown, and all those who live 
right lives may hope for eternal life 
with Christ. Man was made, argu«8 
Paul, to be immortal, but through sin 
the first man fell and- forfeited eternal: 
life. Happily through another,-th« di- 
vine man Christ Jesus, is immortality 
Testor«l.- Paul believed in life eternal. 
If he did not, let somebody answer his 
quest-ion: "Why stand we in jeopardy 
everyday?" He certainly was not risk- 
ing his life preaching an unpopular 
doctrine which he knew to be untrue. 
"Be hot deceived," says Paul, for "evil 
communications, corrupt good -man- 
ners," . that is, .the' 6ft repeating of a 
•known: falsehood must sooner or later 
show.:in the.-life, and ^recognizing 'this 
truth he exhorts his readers to "awake 
to righteousnes's, and" sin not." -If they 
believe themselves to have the truth, 
it behooves them to live according to 
their faith, to show in their actions the 
knowledge of God they profess.
